East, West Germany sign 
historic transport treaty 


BERLIN (U P I)—E ast and West 
G e rm a n y 
signed 
an 
h isto ric 
tran sp o rt 
trea ty 
Friday 
and 
announced 
plans 
for 
talks 
to 
normalize their relations and lead 
each of them to membership in the 
United Nations. 
The decision to hold talks in an 
effort to end 23 years of hostility 
was announced at the signing of the 
treaty, the first such agreem ent 
worked out between the two states 
since 
they 
were 
established 
in 
1949. The treaty regulates technical 
m atters concerning road, rail and 
canal traffic between the states. 
At the signing ceremony in E ast 
Berlin, E ast G erm any reaffirm ed 
its decision to open the Berlin Wall 
separating the city to allow E ast 
G erm ans to visit the West for the 
first time since The Wall was built 
Aug. 13, 1961. 
E ast G erm any said E ast G erm ans 
would be allowed to visit the West on 
“ urgent 
fam ily 
business” —for 
funerals, births, weddings and in 
case of sickness in the family or 
deaths. 
The transport treaty, im portant 
m ore for its precedent shattering 
character than its content, set the 
stage for announcement of the talks 
on normalization of relations be­ 
tween the two states. West G erm an 
Chancellor Willy Brandt has sought 
such talks as part of his policy of 
reconciliation with the Soviet Bloc. 
At the signing ceremony, it was 
announced that 
the talks would 
begin after the Big Four foreign 
m in is te r s 
sign 
th e ir 
B erlin 
agreem ent here June 3 
The Big 
Four are Britain, France, the Soviet 


Union and the United States, and 
they adm inister Berlin. 
The 
normalization

will be the two state secretaries who 
worked out and signed the transport 
agreem ent, 
Egon 
Bahr of West 
G erm any and Michael Kohl of E ast 
Germ any. 
Kohl said the talks would begin 
June 15. 
W estern 
officials

with one of the results being an

m em bers by the two G erm an states. 


Castro rules out 


meeting with Nixon

in the Polish capital May 31 and 
June 1, the U.S. President making a 
stopover in Warsaw en route home 
from the Moscow sum m it and the 
Cuban leader stopping there during 
his 10-nation tour of E ast Europe 
and Africa. 
Castro flew to this Romanian 
capital Friday from Sofia, Bulgaria, 
where he held the news conference. 
“ We have never thought of talking 
to Nixon about anything,” Castro 
said. “ What have we got to tell h im 9

im m ediate cutback 
in American 
spending 
for 
offensive 
strategic 
weapons

program 
Laird discussed the significance 
the pact shortly after White House 
aides announced 
in Moscow that 
President Nixon and Soviet leaders 
had settled on term s on a historic 
treaty limiting strategic weapons 
The defense secretary, returning 
from a week of NATO meetings in 
Copenhagen 
and 
Brussels, 
told 
reporters at Andrews Air Force 
Base in suburban Maryland that the 
accord will not prevent the United 
States from improving or replacing 
its current force of subm arines and 
missiles. The thrust of the treaty, he 
said, is on an arm s ceiling 
As a result, “ there will be no 
savings as far as the requests for 
offensive weapons requested in the 
1973 budget are concerned,” Laird 
said 
During fiscal 1973, which begins 
July 1, the Administration is seeking 
$942 million for work on the Trident 
subm arine and missile system. It 
has said it wants to build 10 of the 
new subs to replace the oldest 10 of 
the 41 Polaris-Poseidon missile - 
carrying submarines. 
On the defensive side, Laird said 
“ there will be some saving as far as 
moving 
away 
from 
the 
12-site 
antiballistic missile program. ” 
The accord reached in Moscow 
will limit each nation to two ABM 
sites. The ABM is designed to knock 
down 
incoming 
enemy 
m issiles 
before they reach their targets. 
Laird long has said that the United 
States still is strategically m ore 
powerful than the Soviet Union but 
that the m om entum is with the 
Russians because the United States 
has completed its Minuteman and 
Polaris missile program s while the 
S o v ie t 
U nion 
is 
c o n tin u in g 
construction 
of 
new 
silos 
and 
subm arines. In this regard, Laird 
said, “ The m om entum... will be 
slowed” by the new agreem ent. 
He said, for example, that without 
the pact the Soviet Union could build 
a fleet of 90 modern ballistic missile 
subm arines before the United States 
could send even one new missile sub 
to sea.

explosive in raids Friday and early 
Saturday. 


South Vietnamese spokesmen said 
government troops killed at least 16 
Communists on the outskirts of the 
city Friday even though some North 
Vietnamese troops managed to get 
inside the city. Governm ent losses 
were listed as 20 dead and 61 
wounded.

Real, Carpinteria. 
Owners 
are 
urged 
to 
confine their birds to avoid 
delays in vaccination. If a 
flock 
is 
missed 
while 
vaccinators 
are 
in 
the 
neighborhood, 
owners 
should 
call 
the 
area 
Newcastle office (805 ) 684- 
4716 
to obtain 
the 
free 
service. 


Task Force veterinarians 
explain that repeated doses 
of 
v a c c i n e 
— 
a t 
a p p r o x i m a t e l y 
60-day 
intervals — are needed to 
maintain protection against 
the highly fatal disease of 
poultry and other birds 
Exotic Newcastle does not 
pose a hazard to consumers 
of eggs and poultry meat. 


The 
vaccination 
is 
a 
simple procedure. Freeze- 
d r i e d 
v a c c i n e 
is 
reconstituted in a plastic 
dropper bottle as a pale blue 
liquid. Each bird receives 
one drop of the life-saving 
vaccine in the eye. 


The vaccine being used in 
the current second-round 
vaccinations is a milder 
type than that used before. 
It serves as a “ booster" 
shot and gives few if any of 
the 
u n d e s i r a b l e 
side 
reactions sometimes seen 
on the initial vaccination 
round. 


Task Force veterinarians 
point out that vaccination is 
mandatory for all chickens 
and turkeys. It is optional, 
but highly recommended, 
for other types of poultry 
and birds.

Harris 
feels 
strongly 
about taxes. “ Taxes are 
spiraling 
completely 
off 
scale. High taxes are a 
direct result of government 
spending. Until we control 
spending we can’t even hold 
the 
line 
on 
taxation 
Government services are 
not that extensive to justify 
the present tax rate. ” 
Is Harris promising to cut 
taxes? 
No, he is quick to agree 
that property tax matters 
are a tough problem. “ I 
wouldn’t say I could cut the 
tax rate even in my fourth 
year in office The first year 
I’d make a strong attempt 
to hold the line in spending 
so the tax rate wouldn't 
rise.” 
As a starter, he says he 
would 
declare 
a 
moratorium on hiring until 
a thorough study could be 
conducted 
of 
existing 
services. He thinks there 
are too many employes on 
the county payroll but would 
defer laying any of them off 
pending further study. In 
the meantime he would 
transfer 
employes 
from 
overstaffed 
positions 
to 
mental 
welfare 
services 
pending a complete analysis 
of manpower uses. 
He has strong feelings 
about welfare. “ I’d apply 
some 
management 
techniques — some close 
observation to the program 
to reduce it to its essentials, 
that only those people who 
need and are entitled to it 
are 
receiving 
it.” 
He 
believes there is probably 
more emotion than fact in 
the stories of welfare abuse, 
“ however, you'd have to 
make sure that your welfare 
administrators are qualified 
and are doing the best they 
can when you’ve reduced it 
to as efficient a state as you 
can, then you can look for 
ways to gainfully employ 
these people who are on 
welfare, if they’re able to 
work 
You restore their 
pride to give them some 
meaningful work even while 
they are on welfare. The 
taxpayer is entitled to the 
best effort on the part of the 
administrators 
and 
case 
workers 
and 
welfare 
recipients.” 
Harris is opposed to the 
proposal that has been only 
hinted in some quarters of 
creating a water district 
under city control “ I’m not 
convinced that the Santa 
Ynez 
R iv e r 
W ater 
Conservation 
District 
couldn’t be more effective 
in bringing together those 
water conservation actions 
in Lompoc Valley 
Water 
projects in Mission Hills, 
Vandenberg 
Village, 
Lompoc 
Valley 
and 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
certainly need coordinating, 
c e rta in ly 
need 
consideration, 
but 
to 
establish another district 
headquarters 
would 
not 
solve the problem I think 
we 
have 
the 
system 
presently under which this 
can be accomplished 
Harris favors shoreline 
control under control of the 
state 
“ Because I don’t 
have 
confidence 
in 
the 
ability of local government 
to 
manage 
it ” 
He 
is 
undecided 
about 
the 
distance inland the control 
should extend, but feels on 
the one hand that shoreline 
areas should be enjoyed by 
the people and on the other 
that property rights of the 


people who own the beach 
areas should be protected. 
As far as access to the 
beach areas is concerned, 
he feels that present laws 
governing trespass have to 
be upheld. The implication 
is that he would like to see 
changes in the law. 
As a former command 
pilot, Harris believes in the 
economic

and thinks it’s a deterrent to 
growth not to have one, but 
wouldn’t beef up Lompoc 
Airport 
because 
the 
justification isn’t there in 
his view 
He supports the idea of 
the California Council for 
Criminal Justice, CCCJ, for 
a 
consolidation 
of 
law 
enforcement services, but 
has his own ideas about it. 
“ The idea has a lot of merit. 
It could affect a lot of 
savings if Lompoc police 
could 
respond 
to 
an 
emergency six miles away 
in Vandenberg Village or 
Mission Hills. It could be 
done. 
Reasonable 
people 
could sit down and work out 
the legislative problems.” 
Meanwhile Harris feels 
there is a duplication of law 
enforcement services. 
Harris is opposed to the 
idea of a second county seat 
in the north, but might go 
along with a centralized jail 
facility for all county areas 
north of Gaviota Pass. 
He would also favor the

“ Again a Gun Alters the 
Politics of the Republic,” 
but in fact I do not see that 
this 
is 
the 
case. 
The 
alternatives for Governor 
Wallace 
have 
always 
appeared to be few Mostly 
he 
is 
doomed 
to 
ineffectuality, 
like 
the 
assassin manque, who has 
given us a human tragedy, 
but has not in fact altered 
the politics of the republic. 
What now can he do? 
Well, 
assuming 
that 
Governor 
Wallace 
were 
whole, what could he do? 
Let us postulate that the one 
inconceivable development 
is his nomination by the 
Democratic 
Convention. 
That was never possible. It 
would 
not 
have 
been 
possible if he had won every 
primary George Wallace is 
a 
protest 
candidate, 
of 
overwhelmingly 
regional 
cast, distrusted by truly 
conservative 
Americans, 
and for good reason George 
Wallace is a man wHo did 
touch pitch, and is forever 
defiled The genealogy of 
his stand on busing and 
states - rights is suspect 
because of its segregationist 
animus. 
John C. Calhoun could 
speak about the concurrent 
majority 
or 
about 
the 
doctrine of nullification out 
of a sense of respect for 


constitutional 
principle 
George 
Wallace 
came 
around 
to 
his 
positions 
because he wanted a fancy 
argument for Jim Crow. It 
is true that he has changed 
his 
rhetoric, 
that 
the 
racialist lint is now almost 
all gone. 
But only one 
person 
can 
serve 
as 
president 
of the 
United 
States, 
and 
the country 
would simply not turn to a 
man with a past such as 
George Wallace’s; nor are 
his qualifications otherwise 
remarkable. He is a great 
stump orator, period. He 
was never moving seriously 
into presidential contention 


Nor is it safe to assume 
that George Wallace could 
deliver 
his 
following. 
Everyone 
knows 
that 
personal 
political 
allegiances tend to be non - 
transferable. 
F D R 
discovered 
that, 
as 
did 
General 
Eisenhower. 
If 
George Wallace were to 
request his followers to 
work for the election of, 
say, George McGovern, it is 
by no means obvious that 
they would do as ordered to 
do For one thing, Wallace 
would 
lose 
credibility 
Notwithstanding 
the 
strange 
identity 
in 
the 
appeal of the two men to 
what one would suppose to 
have been irreconciliably 


disparate voters, George 
McGovern 
emerges 
as 
something on the order of 
the socialist candidate, and 
George 
W a l l a c e ’s 
supporters are not, for the 
most part, socialist. 
Wallace’s popularity is 
related to his candor, to his 
refusal to accommodate To 
suggest at this point to his 
followers that they vote now 
for 
the 
one 
man 
in 
Washington 
among 
presidential 
contenders 
most closely identified with 
the ideology of busing and 
the growth of the central 
omnipotent government is 
asking too much. Martin 
Luther King could not have 
got his followers to vote for 
Wallace, and Wallace can’t 
get his to vote for George 
McGovern 
Or 
Hubert 
Humphrey, 
though the problem would 
be a lesser problem. No, 
either George Wallace will 
run on his own, as he did in 
1968, or he will help Nixon 
If he runs, it is not obvious 
whom he will hurt. A recent 
New York Times survey 
insists he would hurt Nixon 
most. 
The 
general 
assumption is that he would 
hurt the Democrat most, 
depriving him of critical 
support in some of the big 
cities, among blue collar 
workers in particular. The 
question is unresolved, and 


the fact that it is unresolved 
greatly 
diminishes 
Wallace’s strength 
If it 
were obvious that he could 
cost 
one 
or 
the 
other 
candidate the election, his 
strength would be greatly 
enhanced 


What Wallace probably 
could do is: guarantee the 
reelection 
of 
Richard 
Nixon. In order to make his 
backing 
even 
of 
Nixon 
credible, he would need to 
get from Nixon one or two 
headline * making promises. 
In the field of busing; 
something about taxation; 


and maybe something on 
law and order. Not too 
difficult, in fact, since there 
are many points of contact 
here that Mr. Nixon without 
ideological embarrassment 
could trot out and back with 
total sincerity. 
What he 
would be left with is the 
stigma of Mr. Wallace's 
support There is a little of 
that left still around, enough 
as 
I 
say 
forever 
to 
disqualify Wallace himself 
for the presidency, but not 
to 
disqualify 
someone 
backed by Wallace for the 
presidency. 
This 
the 
assassin did substantially 
accomplish. It is in this 
sense only that he might 
prove in some way to have 
altered the politics of the 
republic.

Roofed in red tile with 
exteriors of white stucco 
and dark wood trim, the 
mediterraneanstyle 
buildings are surrounded by 
beautiful 
acacia 
and 
California pepper trees left 
intact during construction. 
Brazilian pepper trees and 
other 
garden 
shrubs 
complement the landscape 
The 
$4,473,000 
housing 
project 
will 
be 
self- 
amortizing and has been 
constructed with funds from 
Group A housing bonds and 


some federal assistance 
Designed 
primarily 
to 
house 
families 
with 
children, 
the 
thirty-four 
buildings range from one to 
three stories, incorporating 
single and split level units 
“ This diversity of design 
greatly enhances the village 
atmosphere,” said UCSB 
housing officer Miss Joan 
Mortell. 
The project has 
an aura of permanence and 
is a very attractive addition 
to 
the 
u niversity 
community.” 
Buildings are grouped in 
units of three or four around 
a central, landscaped lawn 
area 
removed 
from 
peripheral 
parking, 
providing safe playgrounds 
for children Living areas 
overlook the lawns, while 
front 
entrances 
are 
approached 
from 
inter 
connecting walkways 
Each 
apartment 
is 
furnished with a gas stove, 
electric 
refrigerator, 
garbage disposal, central 
gas heating and overhead 
lighting fixtures Draperies 
cover 
the 
living 
room 
picture window, and other 
louvered 
windows 
are 


covered by exterior wooden 
shutters, 
which 
can 
be 
opened for light during the 
day or closed for complete 
privacy Two laundry rooms

ATLANTA (U P I) — Incomparable Jack Nicklaus, using his first tour 
appearance in four weeks as a tuneup for the U.S. Open, became the 
halfway leader of the Atlanta Golf Classic Friday when he tied the course 
record with an 8-under-par 64 
That round, highlighted by an eagle on the a49-yard Uth hole, gave the 
reigning PGA and Masters champ a two-day total of 10-under-par 134 and a 
one strike lead over second round runnerup Bob Lunn who had a 68—135 
South Africa’s Gary Player, returning to the States for the first time in 
seven weeks to get his game in shape for the Open, shot a 65 F riday and took 
over third place at the midway point of the tournament with a 136. 
One stroke back of Player, at 137, were Homero Blancas and Lou Graham 
who shot 68 and 69 respectively as members of Nicklaus threesome Friday. 
Dave Stockton, the man Nicklaus succeeded last year as PGA king, also 
shot a 64 Friday but was well back in the field at 141 since he was 13 strokes 
higher than that in Thursday’s opening round of this $130,000 tournament. 
Lee Trevino defending champion in both the U S and British Opens, 
recovered from a first round 74 with a 68&142 Friday and, after refusing to 
talk about his round on Thursday, confided that he felt “ lucky to break 90
